MEMKRiRlN. VA. Mny 10..Thero are

no prospects In sight for a railroad
through Luiienburg colility In the next
fow yonrs, and tho eight miles of bed
that hnvo been graded through a portion
of tho county will remain unmolested, un.

less the Southern will come lo uomo kind
of agreement to build It, In order Hint
they may secure tho largo shipments of
lumber that aro sont out-from Luncnhuig
county. Tho Llincnburg Lumber Com¬
pany caino bore several years uro and
secured «overol thousand acres of riiio
timber lands, and In order to get thin to
market work was commenced nn soon as
pogslblo upon ? road Hint tupped (In·
Southern near this point, rihU running
eii.it through Lunonburg a dlatahco oí
about twenty mile». Half of thin roud
was graded and tho ties put out ready for
complotlon, with iho .understanding that
tho SOU thorn would "supply the amount
of rnlls necessary to completo it, but
for some reason they fulled to do thin,
nnd the result wns thnt everything has
been at a standstill for tlio past year,
with the hopes of gaining the support
of the Southern.
Falling In this, tho compnny hns abnn1·

doned the Idea of completing tbo road
from this point, having received enough
encouragement from tbo Norfolk and
Western to warrant thorn In leaving tho
Southern nnd going to Blackstono to
sock nn outlet.
Jn nn Interview with Mr. ?. B. Miller,

a member of this company, here 'this
week, he said that nn engineer had been
engaged to go over this route, and be¬
fell suro that this road will be com¬
pleted without any further trouble. This
will be a separato and distinct road from
tho Blaokstone and Southern, and will
tap tho Norfolk and Western in what l_
¡mown ns West Blaokstone. and run di¬
rect south by the way of Nottowny Falls
out throiiKh Lunenburg near New Ply¬
mouth and will nt this point make a

bend in I hi« direction and will traverse
the heavily timbered section of thlii
county.
This new· route will be several mile«

longer than the one from this point but
11 Is understood that the Inducements
offered by the Norfolk nnd Western will
morn than pay the expenses of covering
the distance. As soon ns the route I..
selected for the road tho tools will be
moved from this place to Blaokstone and
work will be commenced.
There la much talk as to who will be

will be somewhat close between Meiers.

ABANDON CEMETERY.

Bishop Van de Vyver Made
Party to Friendly Suit.

WINCHESTER. VA., May H..As fln

instance of how easy It la for names to

pase away, or merely remain as memo¬

ries more or less attractive, une needs
ouly to cite tho paislng of tho old Catho¬
lic Cemetery that has been In exintenoo
for inoro than an hundred years In tho
eastern part of this city. Its existence
for some years, however, has been a
tentative one, for its us·* ns a place In
which to bury th« Catholic dead hiu
been discorded for a beautiful littlo cem¬

etery on a i-outhern hill in Winchester,
und tho historic o!d graveyard Has gone
to ruin.
A hedgo whicn once surrounded the

place and was a thing of beauty In those
days, had grown Into a seraggly and
uncouth barrier, while tlie Interior of the
sacred place bad become a riot or run¬
ning vines and disfiguring thickets.
As the neglected cemetery Is at the cor¬
ner of Railroad street and National ave¬

nue, on the suburbs of the city, and as
the community has been extending its
building lino to tho other aide of tho
placo, making It necessary that à hun¬
dred or more person« pass and repose
th·: graveyard each day, and many at
night, it has become an eyesore to tho
mon and ? thing of fear to timid women
nnd children. The Catholics wero willing
to sell It, but th!« required some action
by tho court. Not many years since a

special act was passed by the legisla¬
ture, permitting Its condemnation by tlie
proper authorities.
Recently the City Council condemned

It. and a few days since Attorney Robert
M. Ward, for M. M. Lynch, Instituted a

friendly suit In the Circuit Court of Fred¬
erick county, naming Bishop Van de
Vyver as the defendant the ol iect of
which Is to establish the ownership of
the cemetery and offer It for sale.

It la lelleved that the cemetery was
established along ahout 1790. upon land
given by Major Edward McGuire, the
nncestor of that family now so exten¬
sively known in Virginia. Tradition says

Thieves Make Many Raids on

Farmville Factories.

FARMVILLE. VA., .May 16,-May term
of Prince Edward County Court began
this morning, Judge Hundly presiding.
Tho court was engaged to-day In the
trial of one felony and one assault case.
In tho case of Frank Hayes, the Jury
found him guilty, and fixed his punish¬
ment nt twelve months In tho county
Jail. Robert Davenport was sentenced to
sixty days In Jail for assault on Mr. J.
Ii. Glenn, of Prospect. The court will
be In session several days.
Thieves are making a raid on the fac¬

tories of Farmville. ? week or two ago
some one entered the factory of B. L.
Anderson, ransacked Messrs. Anderson
and Morrlss's ofilces, and carried away
all that they could handle; about five or
six dollars In money was ni«o taken.
Several money boxes were breiten open,
but there was noi hing In any of them,
except ono.
Last Saturday night and Sunday during

the clay time, evidently the same partici,
entered tho factories of W. P. Gilliatn,
J. L. Putney and VV. G. Dunnlngton.
In the factory of Gllllam and Putney,

they secured a hatchet and broke open
every desk In the oftlce, but only se¬
cured about forty postage stamps and a

few other small odice articles.
The factory of Mr. Dunnlngton was en¬

tered some time during Sunday, and an

attempt was made to enter his safe.
They were evidently inexperienced safe-
crackers. They commenced their work by
trying to take off the hinges. After
breaking open several desks and scatter¬
ing valuable papers all over the office
and a good portion of the factory, they
departed, nnd so far as known no one
knows who they are.
